Q Orthy Gentlemen, I make my Appli- 
J cation to you, hoping you will ftoop 
¥ fo low, as at your leifure to anfwer 


my bumbie Query ; which is, as fol- 
lows, viz. How may a Man beft and certainly find 


out, or know, whether he is in a State of Grace and’ 


Salvation, or whether he lives not a life of Grace? — 

A. Some have maintain'd, that a Stare of Grace 
has it’s entire dependance on our Faith, tho’ a live- 
les one, in Derogation to St. Paul, who f{ays, 
Without Holinefs no Man fhall fee the Lord, Others 
on the contrary maintain, that it folely depends on 
the Morality of our Actions, in Derogation to the 
fame Apcftle, a Man is Fujtified by Faith, But is 
irnot Strange Prefumption to put thofe Afunder, 
which the Gofpel has Foyn d together 5 Giving all di- 
ligence, add to your Faith Vertue. And therefore to 
be in a State of Grace is to Believe all the Arti- 
cles, and Obey all the Preceprs of the Gotpel-Re- 
velation. Not that the Obedience Neceffary to a 
State of Grace is to take it’s Eftimate from the 
Standard of Perfedétion ; a Standard Unequal to 
the Weaknefs, the Imbecillity of Human Nature, 
No ; were we tobe Tried by fo Rigorous a Stand- 
ard, who of us cou’d bear the Severity of the Try- 
a! ? If thou, Lord, wert Extreme to mark, what is 
done amifs, Oo Lord, whr cord Abide it > Who in- 
deed, when an Apoftle {cruples not to fay, nor Ex- 
Cufive of Himfelt, In Many things we offend All, 
But can we doubt, whether He, who fays it, were 
ina State cf Grace ? If then we Heartily en- 
deavour, both to Inform our Underftandings and 
Regulate our Lives; if we both Believe and A& 
according to the Meatures of Sincerity ; if no fin- 
fui compliances befall us, but fuch as are Common 
t> Men, Cemmon to even Good and Pious Men, 
we may entertain a wel! grounded, cho’ yet a Mo- 
deft Affurance (for Infal'ible Certainty is Incon- 
fiftent with the Humility of a Chriftian) a Modett, 
we fay, Afurance, that we are not Excluded from 
a Stateof Grace. And Happy are the Perfons, that 
arein (uch a cafe, yea, bleffed are the Perions, that 
in lo True a Sente have the Lord fer their God. 

Q. Moether Learning, cfpecially Philofoply, found 
vot a more Eary reception among the Grecians than 
among the Romans ? 


4. The Affirmative is Unqueftionably Trne, 
fince the Romans receiv'd their Learning from the 


Conquer’d Giecians, as Horace acquaints us in one 
of his Epiftles ; 


Gracta capta ferum viciorem cepit, & artes 
Intulit Agrefti Latio. 


From Cizero we learn, that Oratory was receiv’d 
among the Romans earlier than Hiftory, Poetry, or 
Philofophy. Bur it was bura rude kind of Orato- 
ry, While Deftirute of the feveral advantages de- 
rivd from the Liberal Sciences. But when ihe Re 
mans Were become intimately acquainted with the 
Grecians, they fo well imitated their Mafters, as 
ta match the moft Eloquent Orators of Greece Orch 
as Pericles, Thucydides ( who, tho’ an Hiftorian, 
fufficiently difplays the Orator ) Plato (who, tho’ 
a Philofopher, adorns his Philofophy with all the 
Ornaments of Elogurnce ) Demades, Phocion, De- 
mofihenes and Efchines with their famous Craffus,An- 
tony (the two Elder of the Names) Sulpitius, Cot- 
ta, Cicero, Craffus (the younger ) C.efar and Brus 
tus, 

The Romans in their imitation of the Grecians,be. 
gan with the Poets, efpecially the Dramaticks ; fuch 
as The[pis, Efchylus, Sophocles, Ariftophanes and Eu- 
ripides, And therefore from the end of the Firft to 
the conclution of the Third Punick War feveral e- 
minent Poets fourifh’d ainong the Romans. Name- 
ly, Andronicus Ennius, Pacuvins, Accius, Plautus, 
Terence, &c. But it was nor till che Auguftan Age, 
that Homer and Pindar feem'd to be Reviv'd in Vir- 
gil and Horace. 

But Thole famous Greek Hiftorians, Herodotns 
and Thucydides, thone without any appearance of 
Competicorfhip from Rome, ull Saluft ( towards the 
Conclufion of the Common wealth) wrote his Ca- 
talime and lugurtha, and Livy (in Augtftus’s Reign) 
his Roman Hiftory. 

The Grecian Philofophy began ( for what is re- 
ported of Orpheus is too Fabulous to be depended 
on) in Thales, a Pkaenician indeed by Birth, but 
trom the place of his Setlement, call’d the Milefian, 
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and thence numbred with the Greek Philofophers 
But tho’ Philofophy was long after that a Stranger 
to Rome, vet itthen flourifi'd at Crotona in Kealy by 
the great Genius and Induftry of Pythagoras, Scho 
lar to Pherecydes, the Syrian. And there it made a 
erearer Progrefs under Pythagoras’s Scholars, Ocellus, 
Arcytas, Philo! aus, Timcus, Parmenides, ~enon, Me 
liffus, agd The ir Succeffors, than ic did in Greece 
under Anaximander, Anaxagoras, Xonophanes, He- 
raclitus, iechila and Democritus, Succeffors to 
Thales. But the Icalick Sect ( as rhofe brought up 
in Pythag rass Schoo! were call’d ) was afrerwards 
{trangely eclips'd by theRevival and Improvement of 
Philotophy under Socrates,Piato, Ariftotle, Speucippus, 
Zenocrates, Crates, Polem om, Arcefilas and others, 
while as yet the Romans were Unacquainted with 
it. 

Philofophy began ro find entertainment at Rome 
in the ¥e ar of the City 586, when the Achaian 
( a People of Greece ) in number a Thoufand,. for 
their Difaffection to the Roman State were Difpers d 
into fevera! parts of Italy, Among whom was Po- 
lybius of Meg oe is, who found fo Kind a recepuon 
from Sc ipio 1 L.cl But tho’ in the Year 592 
Philofophy was Ditcourag ‘d by the Magifirates, let 

¢ thou'd foften the ancient Difcipline of ome, yet 
a few Years after it met with a Refurrection, when 
thafe loguent Embatiadors from Grecee, Carneades, 


i tus. 


Critolaus, and Diogenes inflam’d the Romans with an 
Fagern:'3 of defire to engage in the Study of 1 
Sci Cnces,. ri ‘Om whit ol time Philofop hy made a 


continual Progrets at Rome, encourag’d by the Pa- 
tronage of fome of the moft Eminent Perfons in 
the Common-wealth, fuch as Sy/a (the Dictaror ) 
and Lucullus, Predeceflor in the Mithri- 
darick War. 

But tho’ in the Augultan Age all the parts of 
Human Literature { excepting that of Eloquence, 
which is thought ro have then paft it’s Crifis,expire- 

s it were, with Cicero ) feemto have taken

ing, as well as Emprefs ofthe World, yet the Ro. 
mans valued themfelyes for no Art fo much as the 
Art of Government,

Q. ily is not-the Moon always Eclips'd, when ai 
Full ? 

A, Becaufe She Deflects, fometimes fo far North- 
ward, and fometimes fo far Southward, as to avoid 
the Interception of rhe Earth, or the Shadow,which 
the Earth cafts upon the Ecliptick. Bur fince by the 
miftake of one Verfon the Interception of rhe Earth 
was applied to the different Phafes of the Moon, i: 
may not be here amils to Rectify that Miftake, One 
halt of hes Moon ( unlels when She is under an 
Eclipie ) is always Enlightned by the Sun, Bur as 
She cencinvall changes her Scituation, fo conte- 
guently She converts towards Us Different Porti. 
ons of her Iv minared aneng at Different times. 
And hence procede thofe four different Phafes, which 
She difplays at thofe four different times, Namely, 
when juft come ourof the Rays of the Sun, when 
in her Quadrature, when Haftning to her Oppofi- 
tion, and when Actually Aritvd at it. When She 
Mecreafes, She Exhibits again the very fame Ap- 

earances, but in a Reverted order.
